National and State Legislation to 
Encourage Regrowth of Our Forests. 


THE PLATFORM REVISED. IV. 


Tas Txrsuws today nails down the fourth and 
last plank in its revised platform for the middle 
west. The new plank calls for “ national and state 
legislation to encourage regrowth of our forests.” 
Week by week the new program has been pre- 
sented. The “Program for America” which has 
also appeared on the editorial page of THE SUNDAY 
“'Tureuws for several years is next to be revised. 

The program for the middle west had a refor 
estation plank, now discarded, which read: ‘ Re 
grow our vanished forests.” The emphasis was on 
the creation of a sentiment for reforestation. In 
the intervening years, we believe, the public has 
been aroused to the situation. The importance of 
forest products in industry and in daily life is 
more generally understood. The value of forests 
in flood control and the protection of watersheds 
is also appreciated. The problem of reforestation, 
it ig now generally admitted, is one with which 
the government is properly concerned. The need 
for legislation is not denied; the question is what 


are most desirable. 


The matter is of great concern to the middle 
west. The destruction of the forests in Wisconsin, 


Michigan, and Minnesota has left this section with 
millions of acres of barren land, producing no 
“wealth and, so far as any one has discovered, 
incapable of producing any crop at a profit except 
timber. Wisconsin, for example, has 11,000,000 
ecres of cutover land in a total land area of 
35,000,000 acres. If the land were reforested the 


- a@dition to the wealth of the region would be 


_teeasured in millions of dollars, and wood consum- 
ing industries, many of which have been forced to 
move to other locations or go out of business, 
-ccould remain in the mi/idle west, near the source 
of their raw material. At the same time ‘the mid- 
die west would save millions of dollars spent in 
bauling tn lumber and lumber products from other ‘ 
regions, particularily the south and the Pacific 

It has been estimated that Illinois 
alone pays $25,000,000 a year to the railroads for 


. delivering lumber. A large part of the bill, per- 


haps as much as three-fourths of it, could be saved 


- if the lumber came from nearer home. 


We believe reforestation is primarily an eco 
morale problem. It has been approached too often 
by sentimentalists who, more or less consciously, 
resented men’s changing the face of nature. We 
share a fondness for the wilderness, but we do not 
share the resentment at the cutting down of the 
forests which once covered much of our middle 
west. Land which will grow corn ought not to 
grow pine trees. Moreover, if the cost of growing 
pine in this region exceeds the cost somewhere 
aise plus the freight charges, a heavy expense for 
reforestation in this region cannot Be justified ex- 
cept in certain limited areas where the trees are 
desired primarily for other purposes than lumber. 
The protection of watersheds to prevent erosion, 
floods, and drought is one such purpose. Another 
which becomes increasingly important as our pop- 
ulation grows is recreation. 

The regrowth of the forests at the headwaters 
is the buginess, we believe, of the federal govern- 
ment. It has been so recognized in federal legisla- 


tion, but the claims of the middle west have not. 


been sufficiently considered. Wisconsin, for exam- 
pie, has no national forest, and the national forests 
in Michigan and Minnesota are not large. Arkan- 
gas has done better, but there are no major 
"Colorado. There ought to be many. Pressure 
should be brought upon the federal government, 
too, to extend its work in preventing ruinous 
fires. The work done by the government is com- 
mendable, but it suffers for lack of money. The 
costly fires in western Montana last summer, it 
has been said, could have been avoided if more 
rangers and equipment had been available in the 
early stages of the fight. The expenditure of a 
few thousands of dollars would have saved mil- 
lions. The results obtained by the federal govern- 
ment’s forestry research laboratories also justify 
increased expenditures. Our knowledge of tree 


growth is still primitive and much remains to be 


learned also of uses to which lumber and its by- 
products can be put with profit. The work of 
research has been undertaken by the federal gov- 
ernment with good results. It deserves encourage- 
ment. 

The failure of the states to do their part is more 
‘onspicuous. At present most of the states are 
Going little or nothing to encourage private capital 
to conserve the forests. Michigan has taken the 
lead with a tax law which, in effect, separates 
forest lands from ordinary land for taxation pur- 
poses and thereby lightens the carrying charges. 
_ Wisconsin has taken steps toward enacting a simi- 
lar law, but as matters stan now in most of the 


near maturity is so heavily taxed that the owners 
are forced to cut it as as possible and to cut 
gut ev 


midwestern states land bearing.a stand of timber_ 


bears a crop only once in fifty years. 
have resulted, for example, in the cutting of 
ber south of the Canadian boundary by companies 
which owned lands on both sides of the border, 
but found it economick! to leave their Canadian 
forests untouched until the heavily taxed Ameri- 
ean forests were exhausted. 

There is reason to believe that much of the cut- 
over land of the middle west, if properly refor- 
ested, can be made to yield a fair return on the 
investment. Laws are needed which will encourage 
lumber men and associations of lumber users to 
invest money in reforestation projects. Insurance 
companies might find the investment attractive 
also. Nothing is likely to be accomplished, how- 
ever, until the tax laws which owners of 
timber hends have been modified. 


LET US HAVE WHAT CAN 
BE HAD NOW. 


It is to be hoped the state Supreme court will 
consider the propriety of adopting a special rule 
for the prompt consideration of appeals in cases 
of murder and other serious crimes of violence. 
This tribunal has much work of an*important 
character, but none in which the element of expe- 
dition is so vital from the. viewpoint of the public 
good as criminal review. | 
We may assume that the justices of our highest 
court recognize the serious public evils which flow 
from delay in punishment. They will not deny 
that the influence upon the ill-disposed which pun- 


ishment is assumed to exercise is seriously dimin- 
ished if not Gefeated by its postponement. The 
heinousness of the offense grows dim in the public 
mind, perverted sympathy for the offender springs 
up, a sense of uncertainty in judgment is encour- 
aged, the sense of justice is enfeebled. Speedy jus- 
tice is the only efficieht justice. | 

We do not elaborate these assertions. They are 
truisms, yet sadly neglected in our administration 
of the law. The sheriff of Cook calls attention to 
some notorious instances of their neglect when 
he reminds us that the gunman Fernekes and two 
accomplices, convicted over a year ago, are still 
awaiting the decision of the Supreme court upon 
their appeal. So is Russell Scott, and the record 
of that prisoner’s experience with our procedure 
shows emphatically how far that procedure is from 
attainment of the certainty and promptness essen- 
tial to an administration of criminal justice which 
can be respected by the public or feared by the evil 
doer. Scott was first committed to jail April 7, 1924. 
He was sentenced to hang Dec. 12 following. On 
April 15, 1925, one year after his arrest, a stper- 
sedeas was granted and later his appeal was denied. 
On July 17 following he was granted a stay of exe- | 
cution and on the 24th another. Aug. 6 he was 
committed to the Chester asylum as insane and 
about ten months later returned to jail as sane. 
On July 3, 1926, he was declared sane and. sen- 
tenced to hang on Oct. 15, but three days before 
that date he was granted another supersedeas and 
a decision still is pending. 
Every individual charged with crime deserves 
a prompt and fair trial and a prompt and fair re- 
view by a higher court to determine that all his 
rights have been protected and that essential jus- 
tice has been done. He is not entitled to repeated 
trials obtained by adroit manipulations of pro- 
cedure and made possible long delays. | 
We learn that the regional director of the Chi- 
cago Bar association thinks the legal profession 
ought not to be blamed for failure in effective 
leadership for procedural reform. There are lead- 
ers of reform in the profession who will disagree 
with him and back their disagreement but it 
seems to us beyond question that if the legal pro- 
fession will use its influence practically, energet- 
ically, and persistently we shall soon have an end 
to many of the delays and uncertainties of admin- 
istration. , Lawyers are numerous in the legisla- 
ture. They occupy strategic places. They have 
the support of a general demand for reform. There 
are, of course, evils in our system which the ju- 
diciary and the bar cannot correct, though they can 
help more substantially than any other class for 
their correction. Corrupt or selfish politics is a 
source of these and public ignorance another. But 
meanwhile the courts have considerable powers for 
the amendment of their own rules. Without legis- 


tim- 


lative aid, for example, they can adopt the sugges- 


tion of Dean Harno and cease to nullify verdicts 
for technical objections where substantial justice 
has been done. They can accelerate the disposition 
of appeals in cases of serious crime, in all of which 
cases the public interest in prompt punishment is 
conspicuous and unquestionable. 

In short, we urge that the judiciary utilize all the 


} power it has to make the administration of crim- 


inal justice more expeditious and conservative of 
the public’s right to protection. We urge that the 
bar press for definite. legislation to correct weak- 
nesses which are not denied. With this beginning 
we shall not only have some prompt and practical 
relief but a standing for further advance. It is 
doubtless desirable to have a thorough study of the 
field of criminal law and procedure. A commis- 
gion like that of New York to recommend reforms 
might prove useful. But betterments that are 
obtainable at once should not be postponed pending 
a comprehensive treatment of the whole problem 
of crime and criminal justice.

CAGO CHURCH

The Chicago Church federation, which has its 
headquarters in the Chicago Temple and repre- 
sents seventeen different denominations and nearly 
800 churches, had its beginnings in 1907 because of 
the conviction that big tasks could only be accom- 
plished by united work. . | 

To illustrate: Until the church federation was 
formed complaints were frequent because of the 
lack of Protestant representation at the public 
institutions, like the county jail, county hospital, 
boys’ home at St. Charles, and the girls’ home at 
Geneva, and the,soldiers’ hospitals. If a boy of 
Protestant’ parentage were sentenced by the Juve-

were picked up, no sponsor stood ready. No single 
denomination seemed strong enough to undertake 
the task. The result was,quibbling, fault finding, 
passing the blame, discouragement, and sometimes 
of despair. After Protestants united in the church 
federation all was changed. There are now eight 
Protestant chaplains and paid workers in the va- 
rious public institutions. 


This is said not in condemnation of the Catholic 
church’ but in praise of it for having done efficient 
and pioneer work. Protestants by means of the 
federation simply stepped in to carry their share of 
the burden instead of leaving ft all on the shoulders 
of others. A report came in recently from the 
Hines hospital for soldiers and sailors to the effect 
that the Protestant and Catholic chaplains were 
working together with the finest kind of courtesy 
and coéperation. The same report comes from the 
Bridewell and Oak Forest infirmary, where Prot- 
estants and Catholics not only work together har- 
moniously but help each other. It was so in the 
world war—why should it not be so in peaceful 
Chicago? 

The Chicago federation has in its possession 4 
letter from a man under sentence of death who 
asked for a Protestant chaplain when there was 
none to attend him. Another instance was that of 
a father and mother coming here from Pittsburgh 
to see their son under the sentence of death ,who, 
by their own efforts, found a Protestant pastor 
who ministered to their son in his last hours be- 
fore his execution, A Protestant chaplain now 
represents the church federation daily at the 
county jail. 


The Chicago Church federation is one unit of a 
nation-wide movement for codperation among 
American Protestant churches. The first definite 
effort towards the official federation of the denom- 
inational bodies was made at the interthurch con- 
ference on federation, held at Carnegie hall, New 
York City, Nov. 15-21, 1905. Of the work done at 
that meeting Dr. John R. Mott, who has been a 
leader in interdenominational federation work 
around the whole world, said at the time: “ e- 
gard the t achieved by the interchurch con- 
ference on federation to be the greatest and most 
significant accomplished by any religious gathering 
ever held in North America.””’ The result was the 
formation of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, representing twenty-eight de- 
nominations and 20,000,000 members. 

The growth of the Chicago church federation 
has been steady and enduring. In the last eight 
years, under the administration of the present ex- 
ecutive secretary, Walter Raycroft Mee, former 
secretary of the interchurch war work committee, 
the budget has increased from $4,000 annually to. 
$60,000, the paid staff from 2 to 17, and the co-. 
operating denominations from 12 to 17. The 
recently elected president is Dr. John R. Nichols, 
who has had large executive experience in the 
pastorate and as the superintendent of the Chicago 
Congregational Missionary and Extension society. 


\ 


It would not be surprising if certain residents of 
Chicago have wondered what has become of the 
old time Sunday School association, with its en- 
thusiastic conventions and its marchings with ban- 
ners flying. Here is the explanation: The asso- 
ciation has merged with the Chicago Church fed- 
eration and is now the department of religious 
education, with two full time secretaries and a 
greatly improved system of -coéperative religious 
training. 

A religious editorial in Ta» TriBuNe last year 
explained quite fully the work of the daily vaca- 
tion Bible schools, but the point needs repeated 
emphasis that these schools conduct teacher train- 
ing classes and constantly raising the standard 
of efficiency of the teaching staff and in the com- 
pleteness of their equipment... These schools, for 
several years independent, in some denominations 
strong, in others weak, and in still others disre- 
garded, are now a department of the church fed- 
eration, where all codperating denominations have 
them in survey and receive the advice and help of 
combined interest, 

' Perhaps no department of the federation {llus- 
trates more fully the value of the urfity of the 
churches than the federation’s commission on 
comity. This commission is a check on sectarian 
rivalry. Among the people who do not know of 
this work the saying is still rife that the churches 
are all grabbing for themselves without reference 
to others. No church is now built in any of these 
seventeen codperating denominations without first 
gaining the approval of the comity commission. 
There is no legal barrier, but there is the moral 
force of a compact of fellowship even stronger. 


>) 


The church federation, through its department 
of religious education, has kept abreast with the 
newest phases of church development. It met in a 
conference concerning the place’ of the drama in 


full day and evening to the consideration of the 
use of art in painting, music, and pageantry. An- 


tion of the church to the public schools and to the 
best means of encouraging moral training in the 
schools. For eight successive years a conference 
on church publicity has been eonducted and several 
times pamphlets have been printed giving extracts 
of the addresses and discussions. The last Mon- 
day of every month, except June, July, and August, 
has been given to a union ministers’ meeting at 
the Y. M. C. A. or the Chicago Temple. The radio 
has been utilized in the broadcast of daily morning 
family worship at 7:30 o’clock and in a Sunday 
afternoon chapel program. 

In codperation with the Rabbinical association, 
the federation supplies chaplains for the opening 
of the regular sessions of the Chicago city council. 
Sixty ministers have thus served. | 

Interracial Sunday brings about an interchange 
of colored and white ministers. More than thirty 
pastors exchangéd on Feb. 13 last. 

Industrial week has been held the last two years 
under the commission on church and industry. 
Nearly 100 meetings were held in January in all 
parts of the city, including meetings with labor 
unions, in halls and churches, 

The young people have not only held great in- 
spirational meetings but have printed a very useful 
directory of the churches) The commission on 
world friendship has had many meetings with dis- 
tinguished speakers. The woman’s department of 
the federation has 1,000 delegates representing the 
coéperating churches, 

Just as the Chicago Plan commission for a city 
beautiful looked forward fifty years while steadily 
working toward its ideal, so the Chicago Church 
federation is planning for a better, as well as a 
bigger and more beautiful, city, free from crime, 
vice, Corrupt politics, a holy city come dows from 
heaven.

NIGHT URINATION. ' 


RS. F. T. T. writes: Kindly dis- 

cuss night urination. Can it be 
controlled? 

Night urination ig a symptom 

Which always calls for investigation. 

Ordinarily there is ample room in the 


When morning comes the sac is full, but 
hot uncomfortably so. 


There are those who say the size of 
the sac and its ability to comfortably 
hold .as mucn urine as the kidneys se- 
crete in eight sleeping hours is one of 
the facts which has established the cus- 
tom of sleeping that many hours. These 
people say the kuman body does not re- 
quire fust that amount of sleep. There 
are about two hours of deep sleep and 
then comes a period of shallow sleep 
and partial rest, which might last four 
hours, or six—it does not greatly mat- 
ter which. Since it does not matter par- 
ticularly man has established the habit 
of just sleeping on until the sac begins 
to be uncomfortable; then the fringe of 
discomfort causes waking. This has es- 
tablished the eight hour sleeping custom. 


But there are various disorders whicb 
may interfere with the continuance of 
comfort during this eight hours of sleep. 
Since some of these are very important 
and some quite important, when the 
symptom is present, investigation is in 
order. 

In some children night urination is a 
symptom of epilepsy. In others it means 
nothing more than worms. Blanton says 
one cause is organic difficulty, another 
is failure in training, and a third, same 
emotional instability. His advice is that 
a close study be made of the body, mind 
and habits, in order to discover the mean- 
ing of night urination fn children. If 
the meaning is discoverec the remedy 
usually suggests itself. 

Night urination in adults may have 
any one of several meanings: Men have 
it because they have enlarged prostate 
glands which make it impossible to com- 
pletely empty the sac. Therefore, when 
they urinate at bedtime they only half 
empty the sac and that means night 
urination within a few hours after going 
to sleep. Women have some trouble in 
completely emptying the sac, but not as 
often as men do. 

Night urination may be a result of ex- 
cessive secretion of urine which charac- 
terizes diabetes. )

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SITES FOR A SUMMER CAPITAL. 

Elgin, Ill., March 11.—Your editorial 
suggestion of a summer capital of the 
Uni States somewhere in the middle 
west is a good one and your idea of hav- 
ing such a capital on the €ast shore of 
Lake Michigan is not bad. There are 
at least two better locations, however, 
neither of them open to any of the objec- 
tions you make to places in the Black 
hills and the Rocky mountains. 

An admirable site for a summer capital 
can be fourd near Maide n Rock, Wis., 
on the highlands overlooking Lake Pepin. 
There is a grandeur and a charm about 
the surroundings there that are not 
found in what you term the Michigan 
Riviera, and it is in the very heart of 
the middle west. Lake Michigan is good 
to look at, but not any better in its way 
than Lake Pepin is in its. From a beat- 
ing and fishing point of view, Lake 
Pepin easily takes the palm and there 
are other fine lakes and streams nearby. 
As to medical and surgical emergencies, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis are only a 
couple of hours distant by rail or motor, 
and the Mayo clinic is at Rochester, 
Minn., less than a hundred miles away. 

Another good site is on the Wisconsin 
side of Lake St. Croix, the widening of 
the St. Croix river near its mouth, in 
the vicinity of Prescott, Wis. Many St. 
Paul people live there the year around, 
using the twenty-five mile concrete road 
back and forth to the Minnesota capital.

We Learn From Ancients > 


One of the most interesting bits of 
information I have picked up here is 
that the architects who nearly nineteen 
centuries ago built the Roman Colos- 
seum for Vespasian and Titus still 
are teaching modern architects every- 
thing that is worth knowing about 
how to seat vast assemblages so that 
every spectator gets an unimpeded 
view. Kansas City’s hall, like Rome’s 
Colosseum, is buiJt that way. 
Frederick E. Hill, now of New York 
City, who designed the Kansas City 
structure, says he got his best ideas 
on ting arrangements from the 
Colosseum and that in no other build- 
ing of the many he studied did he 
find any better. 
The Kansas City convention hall fills 
half a city block. “It is 314 feet long 
and 198 feet wide. Its outer materials 
are brick and stone covered with con- 
crete. Its capacity is made to range 
from 3,000 to 12,000 by the use of cur- 
tains. 
Its history is romantic. _ 
Precisely three months before it was 
opened with the Democratic national 
convention of 1900 it burned down. 
While it was burning plans were made 
for rebuilding it. In three months it 
was rebuilt—and better built.

Lillian Gish looks like a saint and Lars Hanson 
looks like Paul Ash in this much “ adapted.” version of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne's story. And I reckon why the 

film isn't being presented at the Oriental is because Messrs. 
Balaban and Katz know the Oriental fans could never bear to 
see Paul suffer. SO—because Mr. 
Hanson, who looks like Mr. Ash, 
has so much to endure as the Rev. 
Dimmesdale—he's at the Chicago. 
(Maybe.) 

Those of you who haven't read 
the book may find the film ver- 
sion of “The Scarlet Letter” to 
your liking. But if you ars fa- 
miliar with the story of Hester 
Prynne, I’m afraid you're going to 
be up on your ear over the liberties 
that have been taken. 

The screen production is a life 
sized portrait of a movie magnate 
showing Nathaniel Hawthorne 
how. 

There has been much bristling 
officiousness and the result is the 
most ordinary sort of melodrama 
instead of a picture of power and 
subtlety. 

“The Scarlet Letter’? SHOULD have been one of the 
great pictures of the day. 

Though Lillian Gish is truly beautiful in her doctored 
role_and gives a thoughtful and finished performance, she is 
as different as possible from the authons conception of his 
heroine who was—“ tall, with a figure of perfect elegance on 
a large scale. She had dark and abundant hair, so glossy 
that it threw off the sunshine with a gleam, and a face 
which, besides being beautiful from regularity of feature and 
richness of complexion, had the impressiveness belonging to 
a marked brow and deep black eyes . . characterized by 
certain state of dignity.

A Story of Old Salem. 


Hester Prynne was a seamstress in Salem, a New Eng- 
land settlement of early Puritan days. The place, you know, 
where they burned witches and made Sunday such a bugabo 
that no descendant of a Puritan father has to this day entirely 
shaken off the influence of those Sunday Morning Blues to 
which his forefolks clumped their mournful way to meeting 
along around the close of the seventeenth century. 

She bore a child out of wedlock, refusing to name the 
father, who, the picture almost immediately shows you, was 
the young, earnest, and greatly beloved minister of the com- 
munity. For her-sin she was ordered by the town fathers 
to wear always and forever on the bosom of her meek afd 
proper dress the scarlet letter “A,” which should stamp her 


for all beholders to see as a woman taken in adultery. 


(I’m going to’write in the present tense if you don’t nent 
It’s easier, somehow or other.) 

The minister, who loves her deeply, begs to be allowed ‘to 
declare his own guilt and share her shame. This, Hester 
steadfastly refuses to let him do, declaring that her greatest 
punishment would be to know that she had interfered with 
his work and destroyed his influence. Besides, she is aware 
of what he is not, that the man to whom she had been mar- 
tied in England—an old surgeon—but whose wife she had 
never been, has arrived in Salem and, under an assumed 
name, is hovering asout them like a black and leisurely 7 
ture, biding his time to pounce. 

This sinister, implacable, waiting man is present tnroh 
the entire original story. In the picture he appears near ‘the 
end providing a WHO-IS-THIS-MAN!”-“ STOP-HE-IS-MY- 
HUSBAND!” scene. That poor Yorick of the melodramas 
which you know so well. 


Little Pearl, the Only Bright Spot. 

The tragedy develops amid the stern, monotonous, petty 
routine of the Blue Law ridden settlement, the only bright 
spot in the lives of these three actively unhappy people being 
little Pearl, that “ child of sin” who, by some strange rank 
of Fate is a joyous madcap, utterly uncowed by the outcast 
condition of her mother and herself. 

The dénouement, as you can imagine, is a dramatic one. 

The picture ends sadly where the book does not—which 
amazes me—for the author provides a comparatively happy 
ending, and WHEN before have the movie makers rejected 
a happy ending? As a rule they will make one for them- 
selves if the story writer has not been so considerate as to 
provide a fadeout that will send optiences forth smiling. 

In the novel little Peari, it is told, becomes one of the 
richest heiresses in England and Hester Prynne, having 


seen her darling cared for, returns to the scene of her | 


shame and becomes a woman generally beloved.” ... “In 
the lapse of the toilsome, thoughtful, self-devoted years that 


‘made up Hester's life the scarlet letter ceased to be a stigma 


which attracted the world’s bitterness and became a type of 
something to be sorrowed over and looked upon with awe, 
yet with reverence, too. And as Hester Prynne had¢s no 
selfish ends nor lived in any measure for her own profit and 
enjoyment, people brought all their sorrows and perplexities 
and besought her counsel as one who herself had gone 
through a mighty trouble.”

To this “tall woman in a gray robe” there came from 
England letters with armorial seals . . “and once Hes- 
ter was seen embroidering a baby garment with such a lavish 
richness of golden fancy as would have raised a public tumult 
had any infant thus apparrelled been shown to our sober- 
hued community.”

up the chances offered in those last three paragraphs? Mi- 
gosh, I can’t. 

So much for the stories—Mr. Hawthorne's and Mr. Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer’s. 

The acting throughout is splendid. I foretell great_popu- 
larity for the Ashen Mr. Hanson. Sets and costumes are 
picturesque and of the period. Such scenery as there is is 
lovely and the photography is everything in the world it 
should be.

On Connubial Bliss 


By H. L. Mencken. 


HAT something is wrong with the ancient estate of holy 
matrimony, so long in high esteem in the world, seems 
to be the unanimous view of all the self-constituted 
experts upon the subject, male and female, who now 

rage through the Republic, My mail is filled with the fulmina- 
tions of these professors, many of whom appear to believe 
that, because | happen to bea bachelor by the grace of God, | 
am also a contemner of confubial bliss, and even an advocate 
of free love, that dreadful wickedness. The females among 
them, I observe without rprise, mainly argue that the 
American wife and mother of today is a slave, and ought to 
be set free. The males, going counter to this revelation, 
argue that the husband and father is a slave, and ee to 
be set free. 


Most of these evangelists, naturally enough, back up their 
projects with concrete legislation, and not a little of it is 
already before the great and good men who make our 60- 
called laws. The bills thus proposed by the more savage sort 
of suffragettes, if they are ever enacted, will reduce the 
ancient lord and master of the family to a réle both onerous 
and ignominious. Whenever his lady, after consultation with 
her familiars (chiefly, I take it, spinsters) decides to favor 
posterity, he will be summoned. His duty done, he will be 
dismissed. Meanwhile, his whole earnings will be hers, to 
dispose of as she pleases, and the child or children issuing 
from her condescension will be completely under her control. 


The partis&ns of the male are no less revolutionary. As 
things stand, they argue, an American husband is already so 
far gone in slavery that he has scarcely any rights at all. 
While his marriage endures his property, like his life, is at 
the mercy of his wife, and when she throws him out she is 
able, under our laws, to make off with nine-tenths of it in 
the form of alimony. They propose to get rid of this curse 
by abolishing HNimony—or, at all events, by restricting its 
Payment to ex-wives who are actually helpless and in need. 
The rest, they argue, can work, as their husbands must work. 
If there are children, they can help to support them. No 
other scheme, it appears, is equitable. 


Unluckily, I find myself out of sympathy with most of 
these reformers, and especially with those of the suffragette 
wing. Where they run aground is in mistaking the nature 
of marriage. They seem to believe that it is a purely con- 
tractual relation. and, that its terms, in consequence, may 
be changed like those of any other contractual relations— 
either by free bargaining, or by duress of law. It is, in 
fact, nothing of the sort. Marriage is not a. contract; it is 
a way of life. Its e ce, when it is sound, is a complete 
surrender of many of the natural rights of the individual. It 
is not comparable to buying an automobile or joining the 


Eiks; it is comparable to entering a monastery or enlisting. 


for war. 


Most of the malaises that now afflict it among us are 
palpably due, it seems to me, to imprudent efforts to change 
its unescapable terms. Of such sort are all the dodges that 
sentimentality has put upon the law books of late years, each 
and every one of them designed to lighten the alleged burdens 
of the wife. Have they actually benefited wives? I doubt 
it. They have simply increased the number of rebellious and 
fugitive husbands. For they are all based upon the assump- 
tion that the husband dislikes his wife, and is trying to 
escapé from her clutches. So long as that assumption !s 
false they are supererogatory and insulting. And the moment 
it becomes true they are useless. 

Here, as in other fields, legislation is mainly nonsense. 
Its basic theory seems to be that when a man is unconifort 
able and trying to rid himself of the things that make him 


so, the’ way to cure him is to make him more uncomfortable., 


Human nature, I fear, does not really work in that manner. 
So long as a man loves his wife and children, there is no 
need of laws to make him support and cherish them: he will 
do it at any cost to himself. Contrariwise, when he hates 
the one and is indifferent to the other, ho conceivable law 
can wring out of him the full measure, nor even a tenth 
measure, of the devotion that he owes to them. 
* 

The trouble with the divorce laws in most American 
states, it seems to me, is not that they facilitate the breakup 
of marriages, but that they make it difficult, and often 
almost impossible, to break up marriages completely. The 
average decree, far from resolving the matter, is simply the 
beginning of even worse raids and forays than those that 
have gone before. The wife has a claim on her husband's 
property—not infrequently a very vexatious and burdensome 
claim—and the: husband cohtinues to have a vested interest 
in his wife’s conduct. Each can annoy the other, and three 
times out of four they do so. The worst hatreds that I have 
ever encountered in this world issued out of just such post- 


connubial combats. 


Are they unavoidable? I don’t think s6. They could be 


avoided by abandoning half measures for whole ones—that 
is, by making every divorce complete and absolute, as an 


annulment is complete and absoluté, with each party restored 
to the status quo ante, and neither, in consequence, with any 
claim on the other. But suppose the wife has no means of 
support? Then let her find one: women without husbands 
have to do it. If marriage has been simply her device for 
making a living, and nothing more, then let her marry again, 
just as a lady of joy, losing one client, seeks another. Cer- 
tainly it is unfair to ask her husband to go on paying for 
services that he is no longer getting. 

But the children? My belief is that their sufferings are 
far more poignant in moral statistics than they are in real 
life. In nine divorce cases out of ten, no children are heard 
of. When they exist, they have been grossly damaged 
already, and perhaps incurably. Their disposition should not 
be beyond the talents of a judge of reasonable sense. In 
cases wherein neither of their parents volunteers to care for 
them, prudence will suggest sending them to some comfort- 
able orphan asylum or reformatory, where they will at least 
encounter decenter adults than they have been living with. 

My point is that the law, like the social reformer, is 
quite unable to introduce conditions and precautions into so 
ancient and instinctive an institution as marriage. It is, 
perhaps, essentially a banality, but it is a banality of the most 
powerful authority. If it is not swallowed whole, it had better 
not be swallowed at all. Every effort to attach reservations to 
itst*omplete submerge of interests and personalities is bound 
to lead to disaster. jf it is a true marriage, those reserva- 
tions are irrelevant and impertinent. And if it is not, they 
can do nothing to preserve it against the natural forces tht 
seek its destruction. 

In this department the reformers are even more unwise 
than the lawmakers. They are forever suggesting modifica- 
tions of what they call the marriage contract, to the end that 
neither party may be put under any duress by the desires of 
the other. But that is simply trying to convert marriage 
into something that it is not. In anything rationally de- 
scribable as a true marriage, it must be obvious that each 
party is not only willing, but eager to yield to the desires of 
the other. That, indeed, is the essential basis of the rela- 
tionship. It is not a mere exchange of bribes and concessions. 
It is a mutual-renunciation, with mutual happiness as its end. 

I am romantic enough to believe that this happiness is 
very often attained, though it is, at least in part, of such 
a character that it does not appeal very forcibly to my private 
tastes.

Slump Felt 
in Gotham Theaters

EW YORK.-—[Special Correspondence.j—During the 
last week the Manhattan theaters have been feeling 
the first anemic effects of that period of miasma 
known as the Lenten slump. For some of the Broad- 
way productions the Lenten slump began as far back as Lin- 
coln’s birthday. For once it is not held in any theatrical 
quarters that the war in China or 
the troubles in Nicaragua have had 
anything to do with the deeay in 
business. 
hey just blame it on the Len- 
ten slump and let it go at that. 
There's some satisfaction, at least; 
during a period of diminished pat- 
Tonage, in knowing just where to 
put the responsibility. It’s doubly 
difficult for a manager who's count- 
ing up badly dented receipts, to 
have to pause and figure out for 
an inquiring dramatic’ editor 
whether. the puny returns are due 
to warm weather or the great devo- 
tion to motoring, or the prevalent 
appeal of the movies, or the con- 
tinued popularity of the hotdog., 
The Lenten slump solves all that. 
Even some of the good shows 
—and Broadway at this time has 
probably more good shows than last season or the one before 
—have feit a touch of the blues. Now is the time when man- 
agers of every stamp speak respectfully to Joe Le Blang, ‘he 
cut rate mogul, requesting him to accept large blocks of seats 
as virtually a gift. M. Le Blang has a show of his own, 
“The Squall” so perhaps being a manager may make him 
feel kindly toward other managers. 


While public interest in the spoken drama has sagged, it 
has blazed up with keener interest in the movies, due to the 
formal explosion upon Broadway of the mammoth new Roxy 
theater. The opening last Friday nighc of the Roxy Gibraltar 
at 50th street, just off Broadway, created one of the biggest 
traffic jams in New York’s history, with fans coming from 
miles away just to open their mouths and gape. Not even 
the lobby pictures of Ear! Carroll's scantily draped beauties 
in the “ Vanities’ across the way could distract their atten- 
tion. ' 

Police Are Kept Busy. 

About 125 policemen were <alled out to hold the crowds 
hack and allow the various celebrities to squeeze through. 
What with the opening of the maquntainous Roxy theater, the 
recent inundation at the Paramount theater premiere, and 
the threatened floods for the inaugural of the Roosevelt pic- 
ture, “ The Rough Riders,” at the George M. Cohan theater 
this Tuesday, the cops must bé getting pretty sore at the 

movies. Probably only some free passes will restore the blue- 
coats’ favor toward the silent drama.

A constant procession of nota- 
bles, headed by Mayor Walker, marched through with Texas 
Guinan and Tammany Young lending color to the array of 
boiled shirts. Every one of the 6,260 seats inside seemed to 
Le filled with a celebrity. Even New York didn’t realize be- 
fore that it could be so distinguished. Film stars and mag- 
nates came all the way from California just to"be present at 
the opening and pay tribute to Samuel L. Rothafel, the Roxy 
of the radio fans, on the fulfillment of his life dream, at a top 
price of $11 a seat. 


They discovered an auditorium of rare beauty, easily 
bearing out the claim of the Roxy to being the largest theater 
: On its stately facade and its cavern- 
ous interior it has $10,000,000 worth of Moorish decorations 
and accessories. That is the sum raised for building, by 
mortgage and stock sale, and the gold bas been used for an 
artistic triumph, rather than for plastering the walls with a 
heavytsmear of gilt. The gilding throughout has been toned 
down to a discreet bronze hue, whfle harmonious golden cur- 
tains under the proscenium keep a garish effect of Punch 
and Judy land from popping out at you. 


The intérior, which has a mezzanine and top balcony, 


b would be simply elephantine if its massiveness were not en- 


nobled by Roxy's soaring imagination and taste. Ornamen- 
tal urns stuck here and there give it an intimate touch, de- 
spite its vast dimensions. Decorative stairs in the side spaces 


usually devoted to useless boxes are to be used by ballet and 


soloists to lessen the distance between themselves and the 
audience, and save wear and tear on the voice. The acoustics, 
incidentally, are first class and the film projection, done from 
booths inset in the parapet of the mezzanine and therefore 
only 100 feet from the special glass screen, is all that the heart 
of man and of Roxy could desire. One of the miracles of 
lighting which Roxy can effect is a shift of the proscenium 
from gold to silver by the use of emerald illumination. 


Latest Stage Devices. 

The stage, which has a triangular cyclorama permitting 
a depth of sixty feet, desighed by Clark Robinson fo equal the 
unusual perspectives of the Metropolitan opera, is bedded 
with numergus trick elevators, enough to satisfy even Has- 
sard Short. “On such a movable platform the symphony or- 
chestra of over 100 musicians burst upon a surprised audience, 
coming out of the darkness in a burst of light, and thereafter 
ascending and descending regularly on waves of harmony. 
Erno Rapee, their leader, was so carried away by the spirit 
of the occasion that he insisted on conducting in spite of 
having torn a ligament of his right arm, which forced him to 
stand up to the plate left handed, 

The world’s largest organ, which requires the services of 
three organists simultaneously, has a triplicate console which 
also bobs up and down serenely in the orchestra pit. Out in 
the handsome, pillared foyer, which can hold three thousand 
in its ellipse, is another console to keep latecomers hushed 
and pacified while they await their turn at the bill. , 


The opening program included Gloria Swanson’s first 
United Artists’ feature, “ The Love of Sunya,” from the stage 
play, ‘“‘ The Eyes of Youth,” which was an effective, if routine, 
photoplay—-ar. exquisite floral ballet, a big ensemble number 
with songs of the southland, and a tone poem based on the 
national anthem and backed by a remarkable stage effect of 
Francis Scott Key’s composition during the siege of Fort 
MeHenry, with the vast image of the Stars and Stripes 
grandly monopolizing all the planets and clouds in the sky. 

Roxy cannily provided simple melodies sweetly familiar 
to all, thereby avoiding the tiresome pretentious gingerbread 
so often used to blight opening performances. He also throt- 
tled off all inaugural speeches, generally bombastic and dev- 
astating. There were telegraphed and written congratula- 
tions from President Coolidge, Gov. Smith, and Mayor Wal- 
ker, but they were innocuously relegated to the screen where 
they belong. It was a real evening of the silent drama. 

A Business of $100,000 a Week. 

Roxy, who donated the entire proceeds of the first eve- 
ning toward buying radio sets for disabled war veterans, kept 
modestly alcof from 4 personal appearance himself, hiding 
behind a headache. He figures that his house, the first of 
his own circuit, will draw $100,000 a week, at popular prices, 
with an overhead of $60,000—for a polite regiment is required 
to run the place. He’s quite likely to get it, for his returns 
last week to his radio programs with his gang attested to his 
continued popularity, even after a year’s absence from the 
ether operations, and the Paramount theater, with a smaller 
seating capacity, has been doting $80,000 weeks with ease. 

No woncer producers of the speaking drama are said ¢- 
be turning ashen gray, as the photoplay business shows little 
signs of a Lenten slump. During the pre-Easter period people 
may renounce the flesh, the devil, and the stage, but they 
still seem to cling to the movies. 

Beside tLe resplendent ,..ries of the Roxy inception, the 
minor theatrical offerings last week seemed like chirping ant- 
climaxes, The New Playwrights’ theater, the group of five

Play-Censoring in Illinois. 

Scrutiny of the text and the scope of the bill for a State 
play-examiner recently put forward at Springfield by a Chi- 
cago legislator of the lower house discloseg a good founda- 
tion; but I'm convinced that he could easily better, strengthen, 
and fortify his bill so that it would possess greater appeai 


“down-State.’’ A basic fee of fifty dollars for each play sub- 
mitted is reasonable and, as such things go, fair; but there 
sheuld be a board of three examiners rather.than the plaa 
whereby all responsibility would be thrown upon one man. 
Each of the three should réceive a basic fee of fifty dollars 
for each play submitted. A vote of two-to-one should pre- 
vail, for or against the right of the applicant to a license 
or permit to have the play acted in Illinois, In cases where 
the vote be two-to-one against a play, the applieant should 
have the statutory right to compel the two adverse exam- 
iners to revise their verdict, and to Cause a license to issue 
by paying to each of the two the sum of $2,500, with a pro- 
viso that not more than one-third of the total revisionary 
payment of $5,000 should be given to the examiner casting 
the favorable vote. The bill shoyld stipulate, for the pro- 
tection of the play-owner, that the revision of votes where 
all three examiners are adverse should be carried on by pri- 


- vate arrangement, that the records of the board should not 


be clogged with superfluous memoranda. .. 

If the bill be perfected along these lines ‘end hurried 
through while Governor Small still holds office, an ides! 
board could nicely be made up of Mr. Walter Stevens, Mr. 
Ben Newmark, and Mr. Umbrella O’Brien. 

Which contribution to the betterment of life and_art in. 
Illinois makes pertinent the information that a gentleman 
named Green is soliciting the theatersnanagers of Chicago 


censors that may be named by Mayor Dever, who, so far 
as I know, is lacking in desire for or intention of arrang- 
ing for such a board. Mr. Green explains with delightful 
simplicity and directness: “I am friendly to the theaters; 
and I would not ask for a salary.” I should trust not! Any 
salary the city of Chicago might pay to a play-censor would 
be as meaningless as any the Federa) Government pays to 
a Volstead chap. 

Further light on the matter of a play-censor is cast 
by Edgar Selwyn, now in London, where he. has had trou- 
ble in making “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes” acceptable to 
the fellow who decides for the British Isles what ig and 
what isn’t decent drama. ‘I fear,” says Mr. Selwyn, “ that 
we should never be able to use the London method in New- 
York, because we should never be able to find a man ca- 
pable of administering without fear or favor such an office 


-as the Lord-Chamberlain holds. However, it would be bet 


ter than arresting actors and letting them out on bail.” 

And ‘tis said that William Lyon Phelps, of* Yale, is to 
be asked to serve as play-censor for New-Haven, whose 
“civic leaders” are worried about the policy of producing: 
managers in holding their tryouts in that and other Con- 
necticut towns. Profe#$or Phelps’ name would be 
high in any list I might make of the ten most suitable men 
for the job of censoring drama in this United States; for 
he is forever writing and talking about the theater with- 


out knowing anything about it.

Public’s View. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Spe- 


=10n’s announcement of its plan for 
public hearings indicate that represen- 
tatives of all the important groups in- 
terested in the administration of the 
new law will be on hand. 

The hearings are to commence on 
Tuesday, March 29, and continue on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of 
that week. 

Four members of the commission 
will be on hand at the hearings. Rear 
Admiral William H. Bullard, the chair- 
man, will not be back from China un- 
til some time in April. The other 
members are Eugene O. Sykes of Mis- 
sissippi, vice chairman, who is acting 
as chairman; O. H. Caldwell of New 
York: H. A. Bellows of Mfnnesota and 
J. F. Dillon of California. ’ 

No General Conference. 

The commission, In arranging for 
public hearings, indicated that it was 
hot disposed to call a general radio 
conference as suggested in some quar- 
ters. It was held by the commission 
that such a conference would involve 
a heavy expense on participants and 
that the conference was not necessary 
or desirable at this time. | 

The purpose of the hearings is to 
give those interested an opportunity to 
assist the commission ‘by presenting 
their views as to the general policies 
to be followed in dealing with radio 
congestion. General suggestions will 
be sought for reducing interference. 
There will be no opportunity at this 
time for presenting individual claims 
or complaints. That will come later. 

The tentative schedule of main topics 
announced for the “hearings includes 


tion of power, reducing frequency sepa- 
ration, simultaneous broadcasting with 
the same frequency, time division, con- 
solidation of broadcasting service, and 
limitation of the number of stations. 


Asks Public’s Help. 


Vice Chairman Sykes, in a radio 
speech Thursday evening through the 
miedium of more’ than thirty stations 
invited suggestions from the public, 
either at the public hearings or by 
written communications. 

“Beginning March 29, we plan to hold 
four days of public hearings tn Wash- 
ington, not for consideration of any 
individual claims or complaints — the 
time for those will come a little later— 
but in order that we may have the full 
benefit of your suggestions as to the 
general plans to be followed,” said Mr. 
Sykes in his address. 

- “It is, I think, a very fortunate 
thing that these plans, and their ap- 
plication to each special case, are not. 
made, by the law, the duty of any

This vote will 
then be tabulated, and we will take 
the miatter up officially with the fed- 
eral commission. Send your votes to 
Mayor Dever’s radio commission, city 
hall. 

“I might add that one of the chief 
reasons for silent night, and one not 
generally understood, is the fact that 
the operators, announcers, and others 
employed in the Chicago stations feel 
that they are entitled to rest one

DIRECT SERVICE 
FROM AMERICA TO 
AUSTRALIA SOON 


The beam wireless service between 
Australia and England has been de 
veloped to such an extent that it will 
be available for telegrams to and from 
the United Kingdom and all European 
countries, and the beam service be- 
tween Australia and Canada will be 
used for telegrams to and from Cana 
da, the United States, and South 
America. Beam stations are being 
built in Victoria, although the trans- 
mitting apparatus is at Ballan, 50 miles 
from Melbourne, and the receiving ap- 
paratus is at Rockbank, 15 miles from 
Melbourne, with the actual operation 
in the city of Melbourne proper. 

Messages to and from gall parts of 
the commonwealth will concen- 
trated by wire and wireless at this cen- 
ter, and from there they will be dis- 
patched to their various destinations. 
There will be no relays between Mel- 
bourne and London, and it is reported 
that the signals are so powerful that 
the transmission and receiption will 
be at the rate of over 100 words a 
minute. 

The Canadian section. of the beam 
transmjtter is not yet complete. Until 
the stations. for working with Great 
Britain are fully ecmpleted; it is not 
possible to say when service will open.

The discoveries of 
science are described to them, espe- 
cially where these touch their con- 
cerns. Also for a daily hour national 
politics and policies are told to them. 
The moujik is getting to be a thinking, 
reasoning being. This will not, of 
course, be accomplished in a day, .but 
it is in process of evolution.

If one admires the Italian type of 
home, one can be assured that there 
is an Italian style to fit every purse. 
Costly homes are modeled after the 
villas of the old aristocracy of Italy 
but smaller ones take on the fashion 
of the farmhouses nestling among the 
olive groves of northern Italy. . 

The Italian style is extremely adapt- 


able. Where the Spanish roof is al- 
most flat and the entire Spanish type 
fitted more or less for a dry hot 
climate, there are many types of roofs 
to Italian houses and they are built 
to accornmodate themselves to hill sites 
or fiver valleys, dry or rainy climates. 
The Italian house is symmetrical— 
not rambling in the English sense.

Against Planting 


by Smut, They Tell 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
ARVESTING and seeding of 
grain is overlapping in some 
sections this spring. Within a 
few miles of Chicago grain drills 
are grinding away in the seeding of a 
new oat crop in one field, while over 
on another farm in the same com- 
munity a threshing machine is tooting 
and turning out a 1926 crop. 
Out of this freakish condition has de- 
veloped a gloomy outlook for many 
farmers who will have to buy seed 
oats or take the chance of sowing a 
low quality of seed and have their fields 
robbed by smut, ~ 
In various states throughout the 
grain growing regions of this country 
seed experts are repeating their warn- 
ings against the sowing of oats that 


treatment seems especially necessary 


and Minnesota and other states in the 
Mississippi valley. 
- 
Quality of Seed Oats Low. 

- Midwest crop specialists are deeply 
concerned over the unusually low qual- 
ity of oats that are available for seed- 
ing this spring. There is a shortage 
of seed oats in about two-thirds of 
the counties in Illinois, for instance. 
Thirty-five Illinvis counties need 
seed, according to the college of agri- 
culture’s report of the national im- 
provement committee’s recent survey. 
Down in the St. Louis region farmers 


so. poor that agronomists advise 
farmers ‘to run tests before seeding. | 
Last season was unfavorable at 
threshing time and many farmers were 
caught by heavy rains with the oats 
in the field, and hundreds of acres 
remained unthreshed and rotted in the 
field. Coupled with this was the ad- 
ditional loss in some districts from 
smut. The season was particularly 


favorable for the development and 
spread of smuat. 
neglected to treat their oats for this 
last spring, and with a favorable sea- 
son the disease spread. 
Benjamin Koehler, crop pathologist 
at Illinois university, says that ordi- 
narily “we do not recommend that 
farmers treat their oats every season. 
Cleaning smut up by treatment once 
in about three years is usually suffi- 
cient for practical purposes. After 
the seed is cleaned up it usually takes 
some time for an appreciable amount 
of smut infection to come in from 
neighboring fields.” 

How Disease Is Caused. 
Oat smut has been with farmers 
in the middle west for many years. | 
Koehler explains that the disease is 
due to infection carried on the seed. 
“The infection that causes smut is 
never carried in the soil,” he added. 
“However, not all kernels carrying 
smut fungus spores develop into in- 
fected seedlings.”’ 
Moisture and temperature conditions 
seemed to be about right for the de- 
velopment of the smut fungus in the 
middle west oat growing region last 
season. Koehler has found that un- 
der certain conditions very smutty oat 
kernels may still show little smut in- 
fection in the field where they are 
sown, while under favorable condi- 
tions smut may cause serious trouble. 
Special warnings have been recent- 
ly sent out to growers in the north- 
western grain belt urging them to 
treat their wheat, oats, harley, and 
rye to protect these cereal crops 
against smuts. All of these grains 
are attached by one or more of the 
smuts now common in this country. 

Treatment Costs Little. 
Minnesota's university is authority 
for the statement that smuts destroy. 
about $5,000,000 worth of grains in that 
state every year, but the immense loss 
can be prevented, authorities say, by

If they have been thoroughly mixed 
they will have absorbed the moisture 
so thoroughly that they will be dry 
enough to sow at once in a broadcast 
seeder or drill. 

. 6. If the oats are not to be seeded at 
once they should be spread out in a 
thin layer and stirred occasionally to 
allow the escape of the formaldehyde 


gas. 

This treatment, recommended strong- 
ly by the Illinois college of agriculture, 
stood the test in a five year investiga- 
tion made to determine a simple, con- 
venient method of treating oats for 
smut. 

Other Methods. 

The formaldehyde treatment is used 
in North Dakota in treating both oats 
and barley for smut and is also used 
there for wheat. : 

The copper carbonate treatment is 
not recommended for oats, but is used 
in treating wheat for stinking smut. 

Koehler says: “The copper carbon- 
ate dusts, which have been found to 
be satisfactory for stinking smut of 
wheat, are not so satisfactory for oats; 
however, in oat smut treating experi- 
ments during last season we found 
some other dusts to be fairly satis- 
factory. dusts are still in the 
experimental stage and have not been 
put out commercially. The organic 
mercury dusts now on the market, 
such as Uspulun, Semesan, and others, 
have not proved satisfactory fer the 
treatment of oat smut.”’ 

His advice to farmers is that since 
many oat fields carried a good deal 
of smut infection during the 1926 sea- 
son, they should not sow untreated 
oats this spring. cole

Farmers in all grain growing sec- 
tions should not take the chance of 
suffering losses this season by plant- 
ing untreated seed. Wherever oats 
were infected with smut last season 
the seed to be sown this spring should 
be treated. Agricultural colleges have 
bulletins giving complete instructions 
on the simple, inexpensive smut treat- 
a for the different kinds of grain. 

Tips to Farmers. 
The following method, for example, 
is recommended by Burlison and 
Stark, Ugiversity of Illinois, for the 
treatment of oats for smut: 

1. Thoroughly fan and screen the 
oats. 
2. Mix one pint of formalin with 10 
gallons of water for each 80 bushels of 
seed to be treated. Keep this solution 
covered, so as to prevent the formal- 
dehyde gas from escaping. 

3. Sprinkle the solution over the 
oats, using. one pint to each bushel, 
and mix thoroughly. 

4. Pile the oats up and cover with 
blankets, canvas, or sacks. 

5. After two hours uncover the oats.

He is interested in the man who | 


buys a plot of land upon which he 
hopes to make his home and his living. 
The chamber of commerce head ex- 
plains in his statement that Florida 
experienced an unfortunate land boom 


sion property. 
No Boom Wanted. 

“We do not want a boom in agri- 
cultural land and we do not want 
people to buy a farm thinking that 
by so doing they are assured their 
everlasting fortune,” he said. “In 
order to succeed in Florida, the agri- 
‘culturist must invest some capital and 
a large amount of hard work. There 
is not a single crop we grow that 
raises itself, A man who will not work 
will fail in Florida just as he will fail 
anywhere else.”’ 

Mr. Dann advises the man who is 
buying a farm in Florida to have first 
hand information regarding its location 
and general appearance. 

That’s not enough. “It is impossi- 
ble,’ adds Mr. Dann, “even for the 
expert to pass judgment upon Florida 
agricultural land simply by looking 
at it. A man who buys.a farm, there- 
fore, would do well to purchase from 
developers, who render a number of 
specific services—who comply with spe- 
cific standards—before offering their 
holdings to the public. Fortunately 
there are such concerns.” . 

Soil Varies Greatly. 

“It should be generally understood 
that soil types in Florida vary great- 
ly. Moreover, many varying types of 
soil are found in the same county. 
Indeed, a plot of 100 acres might have 
several different types of soil, each 
type being adapted for some particular 
‘product but, not desirable for other 
purposes. So the purchaser should re- 
quire definite assurances as to what

ATTERN No. 700 is for a dress 

for sports wear, and it should be 

most comfortable during the 

warm days, as it not only has 
no sleeves, but the armholes are deep. 
The upper part of this dress is cut in 
two pieces, with a “V” shaped neck 
in the front, cut deep enough to allow 
the dress to be slipped on and off. To 
this waist the two piece skirt is at- 
tached. 

This skirt gores out toward the bot- 
tom, giving it a slightly circular ef- 
fect—another comfortable thing for 
sports wear—and at the bottom, for 
size 38, it measures about two yards. 

This should be an easy dress to cut 
and make, and if one of the crépes is 
used seams will be the easiest 
and best finish. The armholes may 
be finished .with an outside facing, or 
they may bound, and the neck 
should receive a matching treatment. 

Join waist and skirt in a right side 
seam, and then, after turning the seam 
toward the waist, baste over it a bias 
silk binding and stitch this on both 
edges.

A Wet Wedding.

It 
is necessary to remember that though 
we place a jelly like marmalade first 
we are not making real orange jelly.

The Cooking in General. 

A thermometer, and the cooking to 
220 degrees by it, saves much time 
and attention when one is making 
marmalade. For utensils I prefer the 
small, flat bottomed aluminum sauce- 
pans never larger’ than what three 
cups of marmalade can te cooked in, 
and for the finest results an even 
smaller amount is best. If there is 
the least excess of water it is more 

‘quickly cooked out when the portion 
is smal! and the) surface exposed to 
heat and air correspondingly greater. 

We cut up fruit one day, add water 
—three times its measuge—cook it ten 
minutes the next day and on the next, 
or third, we add the sugar and cook 
all. But if there is the least suspi- 
cion that the skin of the orange is 
extra tough it must be cooked longer 
before adding the sugar. If the peel 
ig not cooked till truly tender before 
the sugar is added it will be hard or 
tough in the jelly. 

Rapid cooking drives off fruit flavors 
with the aroma and breaks up the 
fruit undesirably. Boil gently. 

Small Portion Cooking. 

‘The woman who wants to win a prize 
for her jellies cooks only one glass at 
a time. If she is using currant juice 
she can make a more beautiful jelly 
it she does not cook the sugar and ex- 
tracted juice together. .The sugar must 
be perfectly dissolved and the sun will 
éc the rest. Since jellying can so take 
place, it stands to reason that but a 
trifle of cooking is needed. Other jel- 
lies besides those of currant generally 
get more cooking than they need.

Four things ‘there were, primarily, 
which ate Into the money, however 
fast it rolled ine 

1. Létigation. It is estimated by 
those who say they know that Quesse 
spent between $275,000 and $300,000 
in defense of himself and nine official 
associates; twice tried for extortion, in 
connection with labor troubles. - 

2. Protection. There grew up around 
him, as there inevitably grows up 
around évery pivot figure in labor 
wars, @ group of strong armed satel- 
lites, *‘ muscle men ” in a double sense 
of the word. They were ready with 
the fist and could fight off the defen- 
sive battery of the other fellow’s gang. 
And, in the secondary senke, they 
were “muscle men,” for they eased 
over plenty of cash to their own 
pockets. 


And when they occasionally loitered | 


in jail €or a few hours, a few days. a 
few weeks, the big boss not only looked 
after them but saw to it that their 
families ate. This is said to have 
taken a toll of between $600 and $700 
per week from the Quesse bank ac- 
count. 

Also, if they became involved in 
more sustained difficulties, Bill Quesse 
paid the attorneys’ fees and other legal 
expenses. 

A BAD VENTURE 

8. Exploration is the third item. 
For it was really an exploratory trip 
which Quesse took, his more analytical 
friends say, when he insisted upon 
founding @ tangent organization to 
the well established janitors’ union, 
and initiated the international build- 
ing service employes’ union. It was 
a bad venture. Nebody especially 
wanted it. It was opposed in several 
instances by the Federation of Labor. 
And when Quesse died his auxiliary 
union was running well in the red, 
with a goodly sized deficit, they say, 
to eat up any spare profits that he 
made from his other union. 


4. Invitation. The fourth drain on 
Quesse’s wallet had more to do with 
him as a mam than as a labor or- 
ganizer, or a defendant at the bar, or 
as a man paying for personal protec- 
tion. Quesse. was a spender. He 
liked to be the center of a group. He 
was willing to pay for this admira- 
tion by buying the drinks. Always 
it was he who bought. And more 
than one acquaintance recalis many a 
time, in the old days, when a sly bar- 
keeper, making capital of Quesse’s free 
for all invitation for drinks, would 
charge him $10; maybe $15, extra on 
his afternoon's bill. His daily ex- 
Denditures for the boys are averaged 
mt between $100 and $200. With many 
a@ $500 night for good measure.

But to go back to the chronology of 
Bill Quesse’s life. After peddling pa- 
pers for a while he got a job in the 
circulation department of one of the 
afternoon newspapers. 


Then he took a place as janitor in 
the Palo Alto apartments, at 23d and 
State streets. That, he said later, was 
in the old days when: 


“A janitor was supposed to be a jack 
of all trades; he had to do the painting, 
plumbing, steamfitting, carpentering, 
and all other manner of building and 
tradesmen’s work necessary for the 
upkeep of an apartment building. His 
wife was supposed to do the scrubbing, 
help with the garbage, and be at the 
beck and call of any tenant who wished 
her service. The living quar- 


ters assigned to the janitors were rat 
holes; his actual working hours were 
from eighteen to twenty hours a day.” 


Bill Quesse sifted his .ashes. and. 
banked his fires for several yeats. In 
between times he was talking over his 
grievances and those of his associates, 
with Jack Sullivan, who diéd about a 
year ago. Swilivan, so the story goes, 
urged him to organize. So one eve-' 
ning he called together a” group of 
janitors in the neighborhood. That 
was back in 1911. They met in the 
basement of the Palo Alto apartments 
and they talked over their mutual dis- 
contents. Nothing formal about the 
meeting. No bylaws, no dues, no offi- 
cers, except that they all looked to 
Quesse as their leader. 

The stone, splashed down into the

At first th¢y received 
merely_ ‘ridicule. Then, and this was 
the big step fomvard, they received 
official recognition of their status, 
when the boards appointed a com- 


mittee to meet jointly with a commit- 


tee from the janitors’ body. A few 
concessions were made the janitors. 


In 1916 another conference was held. 
The important decision was a wage 
scale based on the size of apartments 
and the number of apartments in a 
building. Another;conférence came in 
1917. There was a wrangle. Finally 


a sliding scale was agreed upon. For }.

to $65 a month, the janitor received 


$3.50 an apartment. For every apart- 


ment renting for less than $35 a month 


he received $3.25.

FIVE YEAR AGREEMENT 


Things were quiet during the war.

own accessible oranges as the Scotch 
and English did not. Perfection mar- 
malades at this season are more like- 
ly to be made if one has got her hand 
well in by making them all winter. 
They are valuable for summer services 
of many sorts. S 

Summer Uses of Marmalade. 
. Charming open sandwiches are made 
with marmalade and nuts. Marma- 
lade may be used in many a drink or 
punch partly to replace fresh lemon 
and orange juice. A great many peo- 
ple like a little marmalade in hot tea. 
It is used in fruit salad dressings and 
in sauces for both puddings and meats. 

It is by no means a modern thing 
to use oranges with meats. In fact, 
it seems to have been a surprisingly 
eld custom to-do it, at least it seemed 
surprising to to read in an an- 
cient book about oranges with veal. 
The fact that oranges are a suitable 
accompaniment of duck, which is so 
much more a summer than a winter 
meat, has long been common know!l- 
edge. Instead of the fresh and tart 
orange, Which is not always procura- 
ble for a sauce to use with duck, orange 
marmalade is an excellent substitute, 

Marmalade Ideals. 

If we take Carlyle’s “ poetically del-

Long 
or overcooking caramelizes the sugar 
and makes the marmalade brown. 
Choosing Fruit. 

To get superior effects we need 
fine fruits, fruits with aroma and 
weight.

Without a gauge 
it is hard to find out exactly how 
many lemons or how much lemon 
juice we meed to add to a given num- 
ber of oranges, but the less lemon, in 
general, the daintier the effects. It 
is necessary to remember that though 
we place a jelly like marmalade first 
we are not making real orange jelly. 
a dainty thing, but lacking the vigor 
of marmalade. We are jellying the 
whole fruit, and a great deal more 
water and sugar with it than any 
other fruit will take. We can do this 
because orange skin or the skin of 
any citrus fruit contains so much jelly- 
ing stuff, but we have to have all the 
more agid because that of the orange 
is diluted so xidch. 


The Cooking in General. 

A thermometer, and the cooking to 
220 degrees by it, saves much time 
and attention when one is making 
marmalade. For utensils I prefer the 
small, flat bottomed alyminum sauce- 
pans never larger than what three 
cups of marmalade can be cooked in, 
and for the finest results an even 
smaller amount is best. If there is 
the least excess of water it is more 
quickly cooked out when the portion 
is small and the surface exposed to 
heat and air correspondingly greater. 

We cut up fruit one day, add water 
—three times its measure—cook it ten 
minutes the next day and on the next, 
or third, we add the’ sugar and cook 
all. But -if there is the least suspi- 
cion that the skin of the orange is 
extra tough it must be cooked longer 
before adding the sugar. If the peel 
is not cooked till truly tender before 
the sugar is added it will be hard ‘or 
tough in the jelly. 

Rapid cooking drives off fruit flavors 
with the aroma and breaks up the 
fruit undesirably. Boil gently. 

Small Portion Cooking. 

The woman who wants to win a prize 
for her jellies cooks only one glass at 
a time. If she is using. currant juice 
ghe can make a more beautiful jelly 
if she does not cook the sugar and ex- 
tracted juice together. The sugar must 
be perfectly dissolved and the sun will 
éc the rest. Since jellying can so take 
place, it stands to reason that but a 
trifle of cooking is needed. Other jel- 
lies besides those of currant generally 
get more cooking than they need. *

., union was no spontaneous, over night 


affair, but a sustained, logical series 
of sequences. 

“In 1912," he wrote years later, 
“the average wage of the janitor for 
the work done by himself, his wife, 
and such other members of his family 
as were able to assist, averaged be- 
tween $25 and $60 a month. In that 
year a few janitors got together for 
the purpose of organizing an associa- 
tion to better their eonditions.”’ 


MOVEMENT RIDICULED 


With the formal organization com- 
pleted, the next two years were given 
over to increasing membership. In 
(1914 a réal. membership drive was 
‘launched. Then the union wént to 
the Chicago, and the Cook county real 
‘estate boards. At first they received 
merely ridicule. Then, and this was 
the Wig step forward, they received 
official recognition of their status, 
when the boards appointed a com- 
mittee to meet jointly with a commit- 
tee from. the janitors’ body. <A few 
concessions were made the janitors. 


In 1916 another conference was held. 
The important decision was a wage 
scale based on the size of apartments 
and the number of apartments in. a 
building. Another conference came in 
1917. There was a wrangle. Finally 
a sliding scale was agreed upon. For 
work in apartments renting from $35 
to $65 a month, the janitor received 
$3.50 an apartment. For every apart- 
ment renting for less than $35 a month 
he received $3.25. For apartments 
bringing in more than $65 a month, 
he received pro rata of the $3.50 
amoum. 


_FIVE YEAR AGREEMENT 


Things were quiet during the war. 


After the armistice, with rents up, 
there was another clash, and Charles 
Fitzmorris, then chief of police, was 
made the arbiter between the real 
estate boards and the janitors. The 
two main points of that conference 
were these: the sliding scale went down 
as well as up. If the landlord increased 
his rent, the janitor got his percentage; 
but if the rents dropped, the janitor 
must take his proportionate drop. And 
the landlord must decorate the jani- 
tor’s apartment once every two years. 


In 1921, with former Judge Barasa 
as arbiter, the now famous five year 
agreement was entered into. By its 
terms a janitor receives $4 a month 
for every $50 a month rental, and a 
pro rata above that. There are, of 
course. caretakers of the higher class 
buildings whose monthly salary :s a 
flat $300, $400 or $500. This agree- 
ment was to run from Jan. 1, 1922, to 
Jan. 1,.1927. 

Last November a preliminary con- 
ference, anticipating the expiration of 
the five year compact, was cailed. 
Thére had been rumblings among some 
of the janitors and talk that a fac- 
tion wanted a rate of $2 per $15 of

Ss HOME IS BOMBED | 


‘The organization did not grow along 
-in any such uneventful manner as a 
chart of statistics might show. There 
were bombings and beatings and courts 
and pardons, and always, the expendi- 
ture of money, money, that made 
Quesse leave, not the million or half 
million some thought he had amassed, 
but the $125,000 that friends say he 
was lucky to have salvaged. 


It was in 1919 that Quesse got his 
first taste of the perils of greatness 
when, in the fall of that year, he was 
tosséd out of his bed when a bomb ex- 
ploded in front of his home at 4732 
Indiana avenue. 

The following March his home was 
again bombed. And again Quesse 
stated, blandly, that he simply couldn't 
understand it. Later that same year 
a bomb went off in the neighborhood 
of Mrs. Emily Nachtscheim, owner of a 


North Kedzie boulevard. She had 
previously discharged her janitor, she 
said, and had then been presented by 
the union with a bill for $770. Ironical- 
ly enough, this bill was represesited to 
her as payment for the picket whom 
the union had sent to the premises to 
protect it against nonunion labor. 


Mrs. Nachtscneim’s story started the 
ball rolling. The state’s attorney’s of- 
fice raided the union headquarters at 
166 West Washington street and, on 
May 13, 1921, the grand jury of Cook 
county indicted William F.Quesse and 
nine others, on ten counts. Among 
them were these: conspiracy to commit 
illegal acts, to injure public trade, to 
boycott, to extort and to injure the 
business of building owners. Quesse7 
countered by saying it was really a 
conspiracy against him. , 


THE DEFENSE FUND | 


Then the money began to go. 

The union assessed every member 
$10 for a defense fund. About 1,000 
balked, under the leadership of a jani- 
tor named J. C. Calcott, who chal- 
lenged: ‘‘In plain, every day English, 
pay your own expenses.”’ 


Calcott, not so many days later, was 
ousted from the union, and the fund 
was raised. 

But it cost Quesse plenty. Always 
known to stick by his men, he now 
poured out his monies for the nine 
who were indicted with him. The trial 
was heard before Judge John A. Swan- 
son. The state put on more than fifty 
witnesses; the defense, none. The jury 
deliberatéd twenty-five hours, took 
seven ballots, with nine jurors for ac- 
quittal and three for conviction, and’ 
was finally dismissed when there was 
no agreement, and when Theodore 
Lodin, one of the twelve, became ill. 

A few days later Lodin was identified 
as Lofton, who had been arrested in 
1918 on a charge of burglary. He went 
to jail for conten?fpt of court and was 
later indicted for perjury. iIt was al- 
leged that he had received the long 
end of a 60-40 split of $1,000, the 40 
per cent going to an attorney. 


| BIG UNION LOSES 


While negotiations were going on for 
the second trial Quesse, persistently 
lured by the idea of the international 
building service employés’ union, which 
was not prospering, piled more money 
into it. That June he was again elect- 
ed its international leader. But the 
association was still running on the 
debit side; and it got Quesse “on the 
cuff” for many thousands, it is re- 
ported. 

During the second trial, too, came 
a vivid incident that made Quesse in- 
crease his circle of retainers. One 
midnight, so the story is told, he re 
ceived a telephone call asking him to 
come immediately to the corner of 62d 
street and South Park avenue, there 
to learn something of great value with 
regard to his trial. ;

A Wet Wedding. 

A .number of years ago my uncle 
Was 2 Baptist minister in a small 
western city, the church standing on 
the bank of a little river. 

One day a young couple from the 
country drove in to be married.

Pattern No. 701 is a pretty dress for 
many occasions, and probably nothing 
will be better for it than one of the 


heavier—satin or taffeta would be 
smart. 

There are two main parts to the 
dress—front and back. The middle 
front and back are cut so as to form 
panels on the skirt. Then there are 
pieces set in: on the sides, gathered 
across the top, giving the necessary 
fuliness and adding gracefulness in 
walking. These side pieces are plainly 
marked for the front and back. It will 
be a good idea first to turn in the 
edges of the middle front and also 
across the top—first making a smai! 
diagonal elip at the corners so as to 
be able to turn in the material. Then 
gather the pieces to be set in across 
the top and set in place. . 


Overcast the seams together on the 
} wrong side and turn the long seams 
towards the center of the dress, and 
the seams across the top towards the 
armholes. Baste down and then stitch 
twice from the outside. liave the first 
stitching close to the edge of the panel 
and the second about «me<uarter of 
an inch inside. Then the dress can be 
put together.

Acid Fruits. 


Acid is essentjal to jelly making. 
If oranges are sour enough a jelly 
or marmalade can be made with them 
alone. Lemon juice changes the 
flavor of the marmalade. Another old 
idea was to use sour oranges. A 
marmalade when made from fruits 
with an excess of acid is likely to be 
cheesy, or coarse of grain, although 
quite eatable. A sirupy and insipid 
marmalade, of which you can eat but 
a small quantity and that without 
any pleasure, owes its faults partly 
to a lack of acid. Without a gauge 
it is hard to find out exactly how 
many lemons or how much lemon 
juice we need to add to a given num- 
ber of oranges, but the less lemon, in 


does seem worth telling how the great general, the daintier the effects. It 


is necessary to remember that though 
we place a jelly like marmalade first 
we are not making real orange jelly, 
a dainty thing, but lacking the vigor 
of marmalade. We are jellying the 
whole fruit, and a great deal more 
water and sugar with it than any 
other fruit will take. We can: do this 
because orange skin or the skin of 
any citrus fruit contains so much jelly- 
ing stuff, but we have to have all the 
more acid because that of the orange 
is diluted so —iuch. 


The Cooking in General. 


A thermometer, and the cooking to 
220 degrees by it, saves much time 


glasses and put it to boil, standing 
right by it and testing it from the 
start so as to be sure and not make 
a mistake. After about six minutes 
it showed the jelly test, but it seemed 
so thin and I wanted to be sure, so I 
thought I would cook it just a moment 
longer. But after that moment longer 
it did not test, nor again for twenty 
minutes. Then it showed the test, but 
Il saw at once that :t was of the con- 
sistency of honey and too sweet.” 


You see she had cooked away top 
much of the liquid, so there was too 
much sugar left, in proportion, for a 
jelly. But here is what she says fur- 
ther: “I decided to snatch off the 
next two glass batch the very first 
minute I got the test and did so. It 
seemed almost: like water until cold, 
but it jellied beautifully and was clear 

sparkling as glass and delicious.” 

She was therefore “crazy about it,” 
and found it such fun to work it out. 
The test referred to is that of having 
two drops from the spoon instead of 
one, or cook till it nearly sheets. If 
the cooking is extra slow the jellying 
point by thermometer may be 219 in- 
stead of 220. 


One Orange Marmalade. 


Because of the difficuty of cooking 
the orange skin till tender the three 
day process is the surest, but when 
one wants marmalade for immediate 
use a quicker process can be used. 
If the product happens to be more 
like a thick sirup than a jelly the skin 
part in it will grow stiffer and stiffer 
as it ages. Using one orange, cut it 
in thin slices or shave it, rejecting end 
pieces and getting enough to make 
one cup in all. Instead of using three 


juice of two lemons to the two whole 
oranges, and three times as much 
water as the cut up fruit makes. Cut 
up fruit one day, cook the next day 
until the skin is tender, then on the. 
next day add measure for measure 
of sugar and cook. If oranges are 
wilted the pulp will not cook till ten- 
der. In poor fruit we often see pulp 
that is but slightly juicy, or even 
in one orange a carpel or two may 
‘be of this type, more or leas like 
straw. Uncultivated members of any 
of the citrus fruits seem to have this 
defect and we have some interesting 
illustrations of it in commercia. prod- 
ucts.

But to go back to the chronology of 
Bill Quesse’s life. After peddling pa- 
pers for a while he got a job in the 
circulation department of one of the 
afternoon newspapers. ¢ 
Then he took a place as janitor in 
the Palo Alto apartments, at 23d and 
State streets. That, he said later, was 
in the old days when: 

“ A janitor was supposed to be a jack 
of all trades; he had to do the painting, 
Plumbing, steamfitting, carpentering, 
and all other manner of building and 
tradesmen’s work necessary for the 
upkeep of an apartment building. His 
wife was supposed to do the scrubbing, 
help with the garbage, and be at the 
beck and call of any tenant who wished 
her service. ... The ii quar- 
ters assigned to the janitors were rat 
holes; his actual working hours were 
from eighteen to twenty hours a day.” 


| ORGANIZES JANITORS 
——— —— 


Bill Quesse sifted his ashes and 
banked his fires for several years. In 
between times he was talking over his 
grievances and those of his associates, 
with Jack Sullivan, who died about a 
year ago. Sullivan, so the story goes, 
urged him to organize. So one eve- 
ning he called together a group of 
janitors in the neigtborhood. That 
was beck in 1911. They met in the 
basement of the Palo Alto apartments 
and they talked over their mutual dis- 
contents. Nothing formal about the 
meeting. No bylaws, no dues, no offi- 
cers, except that they all looked to 
Quease as their leader. 

The stone, splashed down into the 
puddie, sent out ever widening arcs 
of movement. The janitors around the 
corner heard of the meeting and asked 
A group of Belgian 
janitors sent over a representative to 
inguize about their affiliation. The 


next meeting was larger; the third beat 


the second, Presently, normally and 
naturally, came the organization. 


a few fundamental! rules. There were 
dues. And after a bit they had to 
“hire a hall” to house the crowd. By 
the next year, 1912, it was a going or- 
ganization. Often, later, Quesse has 
stressed the point that the janitors’ 
union was no spontaneous, over night 
affair, but a sustained, logical series 
of sequences. 

“In 1912," he wrote years later, 
“the average wage of the janitor for 
the work done by himself, his wife, 
and such other members of his family 
as were able to assist, averaged be- 
tween $25 and $60 a month. In that 
year a few janitors got together for 
the purpose of organizing an associa- 
tion to better their conditions.” 


[ MOVEMENT RIDICULED 


With the formal organization coth- 
pleted, the next two years were given 
over to increasing membership. 
1914 a real membership drive was 
launched. Then the union went to 
the Chicago, and the Cook county real 
estate boards. At first they received 
merely ridicule. Then, and jthis was 
the big step forward, they received 
official recognition of their status, 
when the beards appointed a com- 
mittee to meet jointly with. a commit- 
tee from. the janitors’ body. A few 
concessions were made the janitors. 
In 1916 another conference was held. 
The important decision was a wage 
scale based on the size of apartments 
and the number of apartments in a 
building. Another conference came in 
1917. There was a wrangle. Finally 
a sliding scale was agreed upon. For 
work in apartments renting from $35 
to $65 a month, the janitor received 
$3.50 an apartment. For every apart- 
ment renting for less than $35 a month 
For apartments

made the arbiter between the real 
estate boards and the janitors. The 
two main points of that conference 
were these: the sliding scale went down 
as well as up. If the landlord increased 
his rent, the janitor got his percentage; 
but if the rents dropped, the janitor 
must take his proportionate drop. A 
the landlord must decorate the jani- 
tor’s apartment once every two years. 

In 1921, with former Judge Barasa 
as arbiter, the now famous five year 
agreement was entered into. By its 
terms a janitor receives $4 a monti? 
for every $50 a month rental, and a 
pro rata above that. There are, of 
course. caretakers of the higher class 
buildings whose monthly salary :s a 
flat $300, $400 or $500. This agree- 
ment was to run from Jan. 1, 1922, to 
Jan. 1, 1927. 

Last November a preliminary con- 
ference, anticipating the expiratiorm of 
the five year compact, was cailed. 
There had been rumblings among some 
of the janitors and talk that a fac- 
tion wanted a rate of $2 per $15 of 
rent, instead of the $1 per $15 scale 


Quesse was ill, and the negotiations | 


didn’t get very far. 

Quesse, just a few hours before he 
died, called to his bedside Ald. Oscar 
Nelson, attorney for the union, and its 
most trusted friend, and gave to him 
a letter to. be; opened after the labor 
chief’s death. That letter importuned 
the 8,000 members to elect as’ their 
leader Ald. Nelson. Following the di- 
rections of their dead chief, the mem- 
bers elected Nelson, and effected a four 
year agreement, from March 1, 1927, 
to March 1, 1931, on the basis of $1 in 
$15 or $4 for $60 scale. 

So much for the development of the 
janitors’ fraternity. 


HOME IS BOMBED 


The organization did not grow along 
in any such uneventful manner 4s a 
chart of statistics might show. There 
were bombings and beatings and courts 
and pardons, and always, the expendi- 
ture of money, money, that made 
Quesse leave, not the million or half 
million some thought he had amassed, 
but the $125,000 that friends say he 
was lucky to have salvaged. 

It was in 1919 that Quesse, got his 
first taste of the perils of greatness 
when, in the fall of that year, he was 
tossed out of hig bed when a bomb ex- 
ploded in front of his home at 4732 
Indiand avenue. 

The following March his home was 
again bombed. And again Quesse 
stated, blandly, that he simply couldn't 
understand it. Later that same year 
a bomb went off in the neighborhood 
of Mrs. Emily Nachtscheim, owner of a 


North Kedzie boulevard. She had 
viously discharged her janitor, she 
id, and had then been presented by 
the union with a bill for $770. Ironical- 
ly enough, this bill was represented to 


Mrs. Nachtscheim’s story started the 
ball rolling. The state’s attorney’s of- 
fice raided the union headquarters at 
166 West Washington street and, on 
May 13. 1921, the grand jury of Cook 
county indicted William F. Quesse and 
nine others, on ten counts. Among 
them were these: conspiracy to commit 
illegal acts, to injure public trade; to 
boycott, to extort and to injure the

THE DEFENSE FUND | 


Then the money began to go. 
The union assessed every member 
$10 for-a defense fund. About 1,000 
balked, under the leadership of a jani- 
tor named J. C. Calcott, who chal- 
lenged: “In plain, every day English, 


Caleott, not so many days » was 
ousted from the union, and fund 
was raised. 


But it cost Quesse plenty. Always 
known to stick by his men, he now 
poured out his monies for the nine 
who were indicted with him. The trial 
was heard before Judge John A. Swan- 
son. The state put on more than fifty 
witnesses; the defense, nonce. The jury 
deliberated twenty-five hours, took 
seven ballots, with nine jurors for ac- 
quittal and three for conviction, and 
was finally dismissed when there was 
no agreement, and when Theodore 
Lodin, one of the twelve, became IIL. 

A few days later Lodin was identified 
as Lofton, who had been arrested in 
1918 on a charge of burglary. He went 
to jail for contempt of court and was 
later indicted for perjury. It was al-

if "BIG UNION LOSES 


While negotiations were going on for 
the second trial Quesse, persistently 
lured by the idea of the international 
building service employés’ union, which 
was not prospering, piled more money 
into it. That June he was again elect- 
ed its international leader. But the 
association was still running on the 
debit side, and it got Quesse “on the 
ouft”’ for many thousands, it is re- 
ported. 

During the trial, too, came 
a vivid incident that made Quesse in- 
crease his circle ef retainers. One 
midnight, so the story is told, he re 
ived a telephone call asking him to 
‘come immediately to the corner of 62d 
street and Gouth Park avenue, there 
to learn something of great value with 
| regard to his trial. 

Quesse was fearless. He dressed, 
jumped into a taxicab, and was off.

From that day his hand was obliged 
to go down more deeply into his 
pocket, to pay the “ muscle men” who 
surrounded him, 

And, remember, the fourth drain on 
his funds was ever taking its daily 
quota of between $100 and $200 a day. 
Wherever Quesse went Quesse footed 
the bills. This round and the next 
was on him. And the next. A prince 
of spenders, he was called, and he 
didn’t cheat the title. There is a 
place out near Mount Greenwood 
where, the boys often recall, Bill never 
spent less than $509 an evening, when 
the boys were there and thirsty. 


Another friend recollects, typical of 

the way Bill's generosity was imposed 
upon, the afternoon when an adroit 
bartender fleeced Quesse out of $10 on 
a $38 bill. The incidents of this kind 
are legion. 
Quesse moved up to the north side. 
He sent his daughter to a fashionable 
fnishing school. His wife went to 
Europe. The ex-janitor stuck with his 
own crowd, paid the bills, and was 
happy. 

On June 9, 1922, the jury at his sec- 
ond trial, out for six hours, voted him 
and his nine co-defendants guilty of 
conspiracy to extort, and he was sen- 
tenced to a prison term of from one to 
five years. He was let out on bonds 
pending an appeal.

The model shown at the extreme 
right of our drawing today is one of 
the new Bechoff sneke skin coats, and 
one of the most attractive Paris has 
to offer. You will observe that the 
pattern is worked horizontally and ts 


pordered ith vertically petterned 
bends. A band of the vertical extends 
from under the arms to the hemline. 
Bechoff wisely trims his snake skin 
coats with fur, and in this instance he 
has chosen lynx for the cuffs, the col- 
lar and the full length revers. This 
kind of a coat is shown with a frock 
of natural colored woolen, trimmed 
with narrow bands of the serpent. 
Where only touches of snake skin 
are used, as often happens in the Paris 
epring fashion, then accessories of the 
same skin are used to emphasize this 
trimming—the snake skin belt, slip- 
pers, the snake skin trimmed or all 
snake skin hat, and such details. 


For the woman who does not like 
snake skin Bechoff has many simple 
cloth coats like the one shown in our 
third figure from the left. This is the 
new kind of Norfolk coat that ‘Paris 
is fond of for street wear this spring.

The Secret of French Chic. 

As the first rule of flattering dress I 
should unqualifiedly place the one that 
appears to me to be the real secret of 
French chic-—-the minimum use of col- 
ors in an ensemble. . Two at the most 
should be used, unless the third is 
used as a small ornament, like a flow- 
er, and it must be in harmonious con- 
trast with the other two.

The effect of one color scheme in 
dress is that the figure is not broken 
into a couple of equal parts, which 
effect is fatal to the short figure and 
the large.

And shoes with 
fancy bands that divide the foot ‘nto 
halves make the foot appear broader 
and stubbier. 

Hats that are high and pointed, with 
fairly narrow brims, will add to the 
height and slenderness of a figure. A 
broad brimmed, heavily trimmed chka- 
peau gives a topheavy effect and 
makes a short neck and figure appear 
squatty. It also adds to the general 
effect of bulk of a large one. A stout 
woman, on the other hand, requires, 
because of her full face, sufficient 
brim to extend beyond its surface, and 
the crown should be wider than the 
face. The very tight, close fitting tur- 
ban makes the face look fatter, ani if 
there is a double chin tendency it 
sharpens the signs.

lower, extended part is then gathered 
and seamed to the upper slashed edges. 
The gathered seam at the outer edge 
should be about one-quarter of an inch 
wide, running off gradually to nothing 
at the opposite end. Take the seams 
on the right side, then on the wrong 
side stitch a piece of bias binding, 
keeping the stitching close to the edge 
all around, Then on the right side 
make a bias strip just enough@wider 
to entirely cover the wrong side one. 
Stitch carefully. This makes these 
gathered parts strong; and-the right 
side banding can be featherstitched or 
a cross stitch design can be embroi- 
dered on. At any rate, make the band- 
ing trimming correspond to the trim- 
ming used elsewhere. 

-The neck, sleeve edges, and bottom 
of the dress should be bound. Cotton 
broadcloth, chambray, gingham, per- 
cale, or the-fine all wool challis would 
be suitable materials. 

Pattern No. 701 is a pretty dress for 
many occasions, and probably nothing 
will “be better for it than one of the 
crépes. Crépe de chine or something 
heavier—satin or, taffeta would be 
smart. 

There are two main parts to the 
dress—front and back. Thé~- middle 
front and back are cut so as to form 
panels on the skirt. Then.there are 
Pieces set in on the sides, gathered 
across the top, giving the necessary 
fullness and adding grecefulness in 
walking. These side piects are plainly 
marked for. the front and back. It will 
be a good idea first to turn in the 
edges of the middie front and also 
across the top—first making a smail 
diagonal clip at the corners so as to 
be able to turn in the n aterial. Then 
gather the pieces to be set in across 
the top and set in place. 


Overcast the seams together on the 
wrong side and turn the long seams 
towards the center of the dress, and 
the seams across the top towards tne 
armholes. Baste down aid then stitch 
twice from the outside. ave the first 
stitching close to the edg+ of the panel 
and the second about ‘ne-quarter of 
an inch inside. Then the dress can be 
put together. 

A three or four inch hem will finish 
well at the bottom, and neck and 
sleeves will look well with a fitted, 
outside facing of something contrast. 
ing. The square neck und the pretty 
bow at one corner of tie neck in the 
front are both smart, up-to-date de.

There are some delightful 
touches about cooking in the famous 
Carlyle writings, including that love- 
ly Scotch proverb, “Slow fire does 


make meat sweet.” 

But we must drag ourselves away 
from such matter, and talk about the 
March mariaalade drive, for at this 
date comes about the last call for this 
manufacture, although today marma- 
lude making may well begin in De- 
cember, since our country grows its 
own accessible oranges as the Scotch 
and English did not. Perfection mar- 
malades at this season are more like- 
ly to be made if one has got her hand 
well in by making them all winter. 
They are valuable for summer services 
of many sorts, 


Summer Uses of Marmalade. 


Charming open sandwiches are made 
with marmalade and nuts. Marma- 
lade may be used in many a drink or 
punch partly to replace fresh lemon 
and orange juice. A g-~at many peo- 
ple like a little marmalade in hot tea. 
It is used in fruit salad dressings and 
in sauces for both puddings and meats. 

It is by no means a modern thing 
to use oranges with meats. In fact, 
it seems to have been a surprisingly 
eld custom to do it, at least it seemed 
surprising to me to read in an an- 
cient book about oranges with veal. 
The fact that oranges are a suitable 
accompaniment of duck, which is so 
mtch more a summer than a winter 
meat, has long been common know!l- 
edge. Instead of the fresh and tart 
orange, which is not always procura- 
ble for a sauce to use with duck, orange 
marmalade is an excellent substitute. 


Marmalade Ideals. 


If we take Carlyle’s “ poetically del- 
icate”’ as an ideal in making marma- 
lade we cannot be satisfied with the 
dark, caramelized, and strong marma- 
lades that hurt the throat, a plain 
spoonful of which would be quite un- 
pleasant as a between meals stomach 
tcnic beloved by some English people, 
and greatly believed in. As to being 
a tonic, we might say that so would 
a nice chocolate caramel be between 
meals, with a mighty if. Neverthe- 
less it is my own idea thaf a spoon- 
ful of fine marmalade should be as 
edible as a piece of confectionery, with- 
out any accompaniment of bread. This 
means that the nearer like a simple 
mild jelly a marmalade is the pleasant- 
er to eat it is. It is also much more 


like a mouthful of fresh orange when | 


taken by the spoonful. 

To summarize then: A fine marma- 
lade is like a dainty jelly, clear rather 
than milky, bright and glassy, not 
dull nor muddy. Its color should be be- 
tween that of a lemon and an orang. 
That color may be a deep orange, but 
not with any tinge of brown. Long 
or overcooking caramelizes the sugar 
and makes the marmalade brown. 

Choosing Fruit. 

To get superior effects we need 
fine fruits, fruits with aroma and 
weight. In making the lightest and 
brightest of all marmalades, or that 
called originally “amber,” we use a 
grapefruit, a fine Washington navel 
orange of good size, and a lemon,

Acid Fruits. 


Acid is essential to jelly making. 
If oranges are sour enough a jelly 
or marmalade can be made with them 
alone. Lemon juice changes the 


, flavor of the marmalade. Another old 


idea was to use sour oranges. A 
marmalade when made from fruits 
with an excess of acid is likely te. be 
cheesy, or coarse of grain, although 
quite eatablie. A sirupy and insipid 
marmalade, of which you can eat but 
a small quantity and that without 
any pleasure, owes its faults partly 
to a lack of acid. Without a gauge 
it is hard to find out exactly how 
many lemons or how much lemon 
juice we need to add to a given num- 
ber of oranges, but the less lemon, in 
general, the daintier the effects. It 
is necessary to remember that though 
we place a jelly like marmalade first 
we are not making real orange jelly. 
a dainty thing, but lacking the vigor 
of marmalade. We are jellying the 
whole fruit, and a great deal more 
water and sugar with it than any 
other fruit will take. We can do this 
because orange #kin or the skin of 
any citrus fruit contains so much jelly- 
ing stuff, but we have to have all the 
more acid because that of the orange 
is diluted sce 


The Cooking in General. 


A thermometer, and the cooking to 
220 degrees by it, saves much time 
and attention when one is making 
marmalade. For utensfis I prefer the 
small, flat bottomed aluminum sauce- 
pans never’ larger than what three 
cups of marmalade can be cooked in, 
and for the finest results an even 
smaller amount is best. If there is 
the least excess of water it is more 
quickly cooked out when the portion 
is smal! and the surface exposed to 
Leat and air correspondingly greater. 

We cut up fruit one day, add water 
—three times its measure—cook it ten 
minutes the next day and on the next, 
or third, we add the sugar and cook 
all. But if there is the least suspi- 
cion that the skin of the orange is 
extra tough it must be cooked longer 
before adding the sugar. If the peel 
is not cooked till truly tender before 
the sugar is added it. will be hard or 
tough in the jelly. 

Rapid cooking drives off fruit flavors 
with the aroma and breaks up the 
fruit undesirably. Boil gently. 

Small Portion Cooking. 

The woman who wants to win a prize 
for her jellies cooks only one glass at 
a time. If she is using currant juice 
she can make a more beautiful jelly 
it she does not cook the sugar and ex- 
tracted juice togéther. The sugar must 
ke perfectly dizsolved and the sun will 
éc the rest. Since jellying can so take 
place, it stands to reason that but a 
trifle of cooking is needed. Other jel- 
lies besides those of currant generally 
get more cooking than they need. 

Almost a hobby has been made of the 
small quantity jelly cooking in this col- 
umn because it not only gives the finer 
product but often saves much time, 
since from one to three cups of the 
preparation cooked at a time will usual- 
ly jell in a few minutes but. . Per- 
haps we can expiain this “ but” no bet- 
ter than by quoting the following of 
many letters received on this subject 
during the years: ‘I followed your 
advice aiter careful study, only |!

After about six minutes 
it showed ‘the jelly test, but it seemed 
so thin and I wanted to be sure, so I 
thought I would cook it just a moment 
longer. But after that moment longer 
it did not test, nor again for twenty 
minutes. Then it showed the test, but 
I saw at once that :t was of the con- 
sistency of honey and: too sweet.” 


You see she had cooked away too 
much of the liquid, so there was too 
much sugar left, in proportion, for a 
jelly. But here is what she says fur- 
ther: “I decided to snatch off the 
next two glass batch the very first 
minute I got the test and did so. It 
seemed almost like water until cold, 
but it jellied beautifully and was clear 
and sparkling as glass and delicious.” 

She was therefore “crazy about it,” 
and found it such fun to work it out. 
The test referred to is that of having 
two drops from the spoon instead of 
one, or cook till it nearly sheets. If 
the cooking is extra slow the jellying 
point by thermometer may be 219 in- 
stead vf 220. 


One Orange Marmalade. 


Because of the difficuty of cpoking 
the orange skin till tender the three 
day process is the surest, but when 
one wants marmalade for immediate 
usé a quicker process can be used. 
If the product happens to be more 
like a thick sirup than a jelly the skin 
part in it will grow stiffer and stiffer 
as it ages. Using one orange, cut !t 
in thin slices or shave it, rejecting end 
pieces and getting enough to make 
one cup in all. Instead of using three 
cups of water use but one, or up to 
two and one-half may be used. Let the 
whole stand for twenty-four hours, or 
only three or four. Add an equal meas- 
ure of sugar then and cook to jelly 
stage, but if the orange was not acid 
enough it will be necessary to add the 
juice of a lemon.
